Let  no  permit  come  from  decent  men 
to  fecognize  it,  or  money  to  our  coffers 
to  pay  for  what  costs  a  thousand  times 
in  degradation  and  sorrow.

A  Girl’s  Reading. 

We  all  know  Charles  Lamb’s  viewB 
on  the  subject  of  early  reading,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  his  triumphant  vindication 
of  Bridget  Elia^s  happily  neglected  ed¬ 
ucation  :  “  She  w  as  tumbled  by  acci 

dent  or  design  into  a  spacious  closet 
of  good  old  English  books,  without 
much  selection  or  prohibition,  and 
browsed  at  will  upon  that  fair  and 
wholesome  pasturage.  Had  I  twenty 
girlH,  they  should  brought  up  exactly 
in  this  fashion.”  It  is  natural  that 
but  few  parents  are  anxious  to  risk  so 
hazardous  an  experiment,  especially  as 
the  training  of  “  incomparable  old 
maids  ”  is  hardly  the  recognized  sum¬ 
mit  of  maternal  ambition  ;  but  Bridget 
Elia  at  least  ran  no  danger  of  intellect¬ 
ual  stajyatjon,  while,  if  ^  we  jgursue  a 
modern  schf>ol  ^irl  along  the  track  of 
her  self  chosen  reading,  we  shall  be- 
astonished  that  so  much  printed  mat¬ 
ter  can  yield  so  little  mental  nourish¬ 
ment.  She  has  begun,  no  doubt,  with 
childish  stories,  bright  and  well  writ¬ 
ten,  probably,  but  following  each  oth¬ 
er  in  such  quick  succession  that  none 
of  them  have  left  any  distinct  impres¬ 
sion  on  her  mind.  Books  that  child¬ 
ren  read  but  once  are  of  scant  service 
to  them  ;  those  that  really  helped  to 
warm  our  imaginations  and  to  train 
our  faculties  are  the  few  old  friends 
we  know  so  well  that  they  have  be¬ 
come  a  portion  of  our  thinking  selves. 
At  ten  or  twelve  the  little  girl  aspires 
to  something  partly  grown  up, — to 
those  nondescript  tales  which,  tremb¬ 
ling  ever  on  the  brink  of  sentiment, 
seem  afraid  to  risk  the  plunge ;  and 
w  ith  her  appetite  whetted  by  a  course 
of  this  -unsatisfying  diet,  she  is  soon 
ripe  for  a  little  more  excitement  and  a 
great  deal  more  love,  so  graduates  in¬ 
to  Rhoda  Broughton  and  the  “  Duch¬ 
ess,”  at  which  point  her  intellectual 
career  is  closet!.  She  has  no  idea, 
even,  of  what  she  has  missed  in  the 
world  of  books.  She  tells  yon  that 
she  “  don’t  care  for  Dickens,”  and 

an’t  get  interested  in  Scott,”  with  a 
-placidity  that  plainly  shows  she  lays 
the  blame  for  this  state  of  affairs  on 
the  two  great  masters  w  ho  have  am  us¬ 
ed  and  charmed  the  world.

The  White  Man  of  the  New 
South. 

Indeed,  it  is  the  white  man  of  the 
South  more  than  the  black  that  has 
been  freed  by  the  civil  war;  and  the 
greatest  blessing  which  has  thus  far’ 
resulted  to  the  South  from  the  eman 
cipation  of  the  Southern  slaves  is  its 
effect  upon  the  white  mau  of  that  re 
gion  in  transforming  him  from  a  de 
pendent  idler,  or  “  gentleman  of  leis¬ 
ure,”  supported  by  his  slaves,  into  an 
independent,  self-reliant  worker.  We 
speak  of  the  typical,  representative 
Southern  white  man,  not  of  all  classes, 
for  there  were  working  white  men  in 
the  Old  South  as  there  are  idle  white 
men  in  the  New.  But  the'  w  hite  man 
erf  the  New  South  is  pre  eminently  a 
worker  as  compared  with  the  white 
man  of  tbe  Old  South,  who,  if  not  an 
idler,  was  at  least  a  man  of  multitudi¬ 
nous  leisure.  But  having  now  been 
set  free  from  that  bondage  to  liusure 
and  that  contempt  of  labor  which  is 
inseparable  from  slave  holding,  the 
representative  of  that  region  has  be¬ 
come  a  new  man,  and  has  entered  upon 
a  new  probation  among  the  industri¬ 
ous  races  of  the  earth.  If  the  Old 
South  had  a  contempt  for  the  worker, 
the  New  South  has  a  greater  contempt 
for  the  do-nothing  and  the  idler — for 
the  man  who  does  no  honest  work,  it 
matters  not  how  white  bis  akin  or  how 
full  his  exchequer.  The  “  gentleman 
idler”  has  loat  caste  in  the  South ;  he 
is  an  institution  of  the  past. — March 
Century.

The 
bes.  tailors  make  their  coats,  and  they  often 
ar  many  hundred  dollars’  worth  of  fur. 
The  footmen  hold  their  positions  solely  by 
reason  of  their  attractive  proportions,  and 
they  are  as  fastidious  as  dandies  about  their 
attire.  A  woman  of  fashion  who  lives  oppo¬ 
site  me  lias  about  the  most  fetching  thing  in 
footmen  m  town.  He  is  English,  about  14 
years  old,  with  ruddy  cheeks,  i>ig  gray  eyes 
aud  an  erect  and  easy  carriage*  His  mistress 
stems  to  take  special  delight  in  his  liveries. 
He  has  a  cl  >zen  of  them,  and  all  are  made  by 
the  liest  tailor  in  New  York.  This  morning 
he  followed  his  mistress  to  the  carriage  clad 
in  a  green  frock  coat,  corduroy  trousers, 
white  duck  overgaiters  and  sharp  toed 
patent  leather  boots.  He  wore  the  neatest  of 
yellow  kid  gloves,  a  natty  beaver  hat,  and  his 
shoulders  were  covered  by  a  magnificent  seal¬ 
skin  cape.  All  tbe  coachmeu  in  New  "Fork 
are  in  livery  now,  and  so  are  most  of  the 
backmen.  Tho  drivers  of  Fifth  avenue 
stages  wear  blue  coats  with  yeljow  buttons, 
red  collars  and  opera  hats.  The  man  who 
designed  their  liveries  should  be  oblieed  to 
wear  one  forever.  I  can  imagine  no  gi-eater 
punishment. 

Half  of  the  errand  lioys  in  town  are  known 
a*  “buttons,"  which  means  that  they  wear 
liveries  covered  with  brasB  btgtons,  and  the 
messenger  boys,  park,  city  and  district  po- 
Mceinen  are  all  more  or  less  showily  attired. 
All  the  conductors  on  the  street  and  elevated 
lines  are  in  uniform,  just  as  are  the  janitors 
of  tho  big  public  buildings  and  the  porters  In 
banks  and  important  commercial  houses.  A 
man  dressmaker  on  Fifth  avenue  has  three 
little  lioys  who  we  clad  entirely  in  red  livery 
fi»m  head  to  #ee%.  They  are  all  blondes,  and 
their  yellow  hair  is  banged  in  front  and  falls 
to  the i  r  shoulders  behind.  Besides  all  this, 
tho  streets  ure  fi'led  with  Mexicans,  Indians, 
cowboys  from  Buffalo  Bill’s  show  and  visit¬ 
ing  delegations  of  toboggan  and  mow-shoe 
chibs  from  Montreal  These,  with  ao  occa¬ 
sional  iufusioA  of  Arab  pedd.ers,  Indian  jug¬ 
glers  and  immig;  ants  fi-ora  all  portions  of  the 
world,  enhance  the  picturesquenesa  of  the 
streets  of  New  York. — Blakely  Hull  in  New 
York  Mail  and  Express.
